TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
GAINSBOROUGH  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  tor 
the  year  1956. 

From  the  figures  tabulated  in  the  following  pages,  the  year 
has  proved  to  be  a most  satisfactory  one  insofar  as  the  health 
of  the  District  is  concerned. 

The  Birth  Rate  (18.98)  exceeds  that  for  England  and  Wales 

(15.7) ,  whilst  the  Death  Rate  (10.31),  although  a little  higher 
than  the  previous  year,  is  still  lower  than  the  national  average 

(11.7) .  Still  more  pleasing  is  the  fact  that  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  has  reached  the  lowest  figure  I have  found  for  the  District 
(8.77),  the  corresponding  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  being  23.8, 
the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country.  The  number  of 
infectious  disease  cases  notified  (125)  was  202  less  than  the 
previous  year,  sixty  per  cent,  being  attributable  to  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough. 

The  year  has  also  shown  appreciable  progress  by  the  Council 
in  the  national  drive  against  sub-standard  housing  accommoda- 
tion whilst,  at  the  same  time,  much  effort  has  been  directed 
towards  the  improvement  of  premises  where  food  is  prepared 
or  sold. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  kindly  consideration  at  all  times.  I am  indebted 
also  to  Mr.  Donelly,  Mr.  Burn,  Mr.  Donson  and  their  staffs  for 
their  loyal  and  willing  co-operation  throughout  the  years  it  has 
been  my  privilege  to  serve  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

The  Northern  and  Southern 
extremities  are  seventeen  miles  apart  and  the  greatest  width  is 
eleven  miles.  Part  of  the  Parishes  of  Lea  and  Morton,  adjoining 
Gainsborough  town,  are  semi-residential.  There  are  thirty-seven 
parishes  and  the  Council  consists  of  thirty-two  Councillors.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

(i)  The  water  supplied  by  the  Council  is  derived  from  the 
following  sources  and  during  the  year  was  satisfactory  both 
in  quality  and  quantity:— 

(1)  The  Council’s  own  boreholes  in  the  Lincolnshire  Lime- 
stone at  Glentham  and  Caenby,  west  of  the  Lincolnshire 
Wolds. 

(2)  Bulk  supply  from  Lincoln  Corporation,  the  supply  being 
derived  from  boreholes  in  the  Bunter  Sandstone  at 
Elkesley  in  Nottinghamshire,  and  Newton-on-Trent  in 
Lincolnshire. 

(3)  Buik  supply  from  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  District  Com  cil 
from  boreholes  in  the  Lincolnshire  Limestone  for  the 
hamlet  of  Susworth  only  (i.e.,  35  properties  in  the  Scotter 
Parish),  discontinued  after  1st  December  and  connected 
to  Council’s  main. 

(4)  Bulk  supply  from  Welton  Rural  District  Council,  the 
supply  being  derived  from  boreholes  in  the  Lincolnshire 
Limestone  at  Welton.  This  supply  assists  the  Cliff  Area. 

(5)  Bulk  supply  from  Caistor  Rural  District  Council,  the 
supply  being  derived  from  springs  in  the  Lincolnshire 
Limestone  and  Chalk  in  that  District.  Water  is  taken 
only  when  required  and  is  on  a reciprocal  basis. 

(ii)  During  the  year  the  bacteriological  examination  of  the  water 
was  carried  out  with  the  following  results: —

(iii)  Chemical  analysis  carried  out  during  the  year  showed  that 
the  waters  were  satisfactory  in  every  way.  They  were  free 
from  odour  and  heavy  metals  and  the  taste  and  colour  were 
normal.  The  average  temporary  hardness  is  105.00  p.p.m. 
and  permanent  hardness  51.00  p.p.m.  The  p.H.  value  is  7.5. 
The  average  fluorine  content  is  0.50  p.p.m.  The  waters  hav  > 
no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

(iv) AU  the  waters  are  chlorinated  at  source,  the  dosage  being 
automatic  and  continuous.  Chlorine  residual  1.50  p.p.m.

All  food  premises  within  the  District  were  inspected  under 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  and  notices  served  in  cases 
where  requirements  fell  short  of  the  prescribed  standard. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  no 
statutory  action  was  necessary,  due  to  the  ready  co-operation 
of  the  food  trade.  A few  cases,  however,  remained  to  be  dealt 
with  by  the  end  of  the  year.

April,  required  all  milk  sold  within  the  district  to  be  sold  under 
special  designation.
